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FEW CREATURES have been as misunderstood and vilified as sharks. Yet 
we humans pose a far greater danger to sharks than they do to us. In recogni- 
tion of the beauty and power of these tremendous fish, this sheet of 20 Forever® 
stamps includes five shark species that swim in America’s coastal and open- 
ocean waters. The images of the sharks were illustrated by artist Sam Weber and 
designed by Art Director Derry Noyes. “My intention was to make these fish look 
beautiful and elegant — not sensationalized and scary,’ Noyes says. 47 Noyes was 
attracted to the quality of Weber’s work, specifically to his skill in painting wa- 
ter and animals. “He’s a master,” she says. 4 They hadn’t previously worked 


together, and Weber had never painted sharks before. But the collaboration

process and final outcome were an unqualified success: “Working with 
him was a dream come true,” Noyes says. 

The stamps were illustrated to show different perspectives of the five 
shark species. To lend visual diversity to the pane, some stamps show 
the shark from above or below, and some stamps display the sharks in 
varying depths of the ocean. 

“As aconsequence, this design meant that you couldn’t put the sharks 
all in the same body of water,” she says. “There are different depths and 
different angles, which is why we needed a border around each stamp.” 

The sheet of stamps includes four stamps of each of the five species. 


MEET THE SHARKS 

The mako shark is perhaps the professional athlete of the shark world. 
If hooked, it can leap 20 feet above the sea’s surface in a fight for its life. 
The shortfin mako, shown in the stamp, can reach more than 10 feet in 
length and prefers to live in warm tropical and subtropical waters. 

As the world’s largest fish, the whale shark is about the size of aschool 
bus. But it is as docile as it is colossal: Whale sharks are filter feeders, 
swimming slowly to collect plankton, small fish, and squid. When they 
find food, whale sharks vacuum up water and flush it through their gills. 
The gills then act like fine sieves and retain tiny bits of food. 

The thresher shark uses its unique tailfin as a lasso, spinning it 
around a school of fish to tighten the formation and then using the fin 
like a whip to strike the fish. This cowboy among sharks is known to col- 
laborate with other thresher sharks to ambush prey. Most sharks and 
other fish are “cold blooded,” but the thresher shark has a unique circu- 
latory system that keeps its body at a higher temperature than the water 
surrounding it. This adaptation allows for the bursts of energy needed 
for the thresher’s vigorously predatory lifestyle. 

With its oddly shaped head, the ham- 
merhead shark is easily recognizable. 
These sharks feed by night and socialize 
together by day. Scientists are not certain

Its teeth are like 
serrated knives that are used with mas- 
sive force. Great whites are the only shark known to “spy hop” — peek 
above the surface of the water to survey the activity of prey. They rarely 
attack humans, but if great whites do, a fatal injury is likely, which ex- 
plains the widespread notoriety of the species. 

Unfortunately, overfishing has collapsed many shark populations. 
But shark ecotourism is growing, and increased research has led to 
conservation efforts and a greater understanding of these powerful, 
mysterious creatures.

Following those infamous words, one of cinema’s most iconic villains sets out to rid the 
world of her beautiful stepdaughter with a poisoned apple. After biting into the tainted 


fruit, Snow White falls into a deep slumber before she is revived by the Prince’s kiss. 


Say Hello to a Villain 


You've met the evil Queen from Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs. But do you remember Honest John the fox 
from Pinocchio (1940)? Far from trustworthy, Honest 
John and his right-hand man, Gideon the cat, nefariously 
steer Pinocchio in the wrong direction. 

Then there’s Lady Tremaine, who makes life 
miserable for her stepdaughter in Cinderella (1950). 
Another infamous queen displays her mean streak in 
Alice in Wonderland (1951). The colorful Queen of Hearts 
holds a trial to determine Alice's fate. “Off with her 
head!" roars the regent, but the resourceful girl manages 
to escape to safety. 

Peter Pan (1953) features the ruthless, mustachioed 
Captain Hook, who spends his days searching Never 
Land for the boy responsible for lopping off his left hand 
and feeding it to a crocodile. In Sleeping Beauty (1959), 
Maleficent curses Princess Aurora at birth, later return- 
ing to trick the teenaged girl into pricking her finger on 
an enchanted spindle. 

Who could forget the black-and-silver haired Cruella 
De Vil, whose passion for fur leads her to attempt an 
impossible canine kidnapping in One Hundred and One 
Dalmatians (1961)? Another prince helps Ariel to defeat 
the powerful sea witch Ursula in The Little Mermaid (1989). 

The egotistical hunter Gaston vies for the hand of 
Belle in Beauty and the Beast (1991), but she repeatedly 
rejects him. Surrounded by a pack of hyenas, the schem- 
ing Scar takes over as ruler in The Lion King (1994) until 
his nephew Simba returns from exile and takes his right- 
ful place on the throne. 

Despite the wicked plans of these Disney villains, the 


forces of good always win in the end.

Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs, released in 1937, made 
history as Disney’s first full-length animated feature film. 

Since then, Disney has created numerous other memo- 
rable villains, and the US. Postal Service® immortalizes 10 
of them in the new issuance: Disney Villains from the Walt 
Disney Studios Ink & Paint Department. 

Beginning in 1923, the artists in the Ink & Paint 
Department brought life to countless memorable 
characters, including many iconic Disney villains. After 
animators’ pencil drawings were finished, they went to 
Ink & Paint. There, highly specialized artists meticulously 
recreated onto cel each pencil line in ink. 

At first, artists used black and white to “color” each 
celluloid or cel. Inthe early 1930s, they began using rich colors. 

Theartistry of Disney’s Ink & Paint Department required 
not only artistic talent but also speed, a steady hand, and 
total concentration. Often the entire division was so quiet 
that only the soft sound of brushes swishing could be heard. 

The last full-length animated Disney film to use the 
hand-painted cel process was The Little Mermaid, in 1989. 

For later films, such as Beauty and the Beast and The 
Lion King, pencil drawings were scanned into a computer 
and painted digitally. For stamps representing these two 
films, the villains Gaston and Scar have been recreated 
using traditional ink and paint techniques. 

Today, the artistry of Ink & Paint lives on with collectors 


of original production cel art as well as in limited-edition 


reproductions.

artist Andrew By the late 1930s, Wyeth had become a skilled watercolor painter, exhibiting and 
Wyeth selling his workin Philadelphia and New York City. He took up a technique known as 


drybrush, which involved dipping his brush in watercolor paint, squeezing out most 
of the color and moisture, and meticulously build- 
ing up detailed layers, sometimes over the course of 
several months. 

Wyeth’s wife, Betsy, profoundly influenced her 
husband's art. She advised him to continue his ten- 
dency to reduce or remove color from his work; and 
she introduced him to the Olsons, the neighbors at 
their summer home in Maine who became subjects 


of some of his most important paintings, including 
“Christina’s World” (1948). 

Rather than depict nature with photographic 
accuracy, Wyeth used painting to convey emotions 
that were difficult to put into words. His work often 
reflected echoes from his personal life, including 
his own distinctive sense of the wondrous and 
the strange. 

Wyeth’s artistic achievements were numerous, 
including admittance to the American Academy of 
Arts and Letters (1955); selection as a Time magazine 
cover story (1963); induction into the Institut de 
France Académie des Beaux-Arts (1977); and receipt 
of the Congressional Gold Medal (1990). 

In 1986, Wyeth made headlines with an 
exhibition of previously unseen work, known as the 
“Helga pictures,” approximately 240 works ranging 
from pencil studies to final paintings — all of the 
same woman, captured over more than a decade, across a wide emotional range. 

Wyeth painted until shortly before his death at age 91, and his art continues to 
attract museum-goers and invite new interpretations. 

With the issuance of these stamps, to commemorate the centennial of the artist’s 
birth, three generations of the Wyeth family are featured on American postage: 
In 1971, Wyeth’s son Jamie designed and painted the contemporary Christmas 
stamp for that year. And in 2001, his father, N. C. Wyeth, was honored as part of the 
American Illustrators pane.

The Priority of Pollinators 


ACROSS THE CONTINENT, the monarch butterfly and the honeybee bring color 
and activity to gardens, meadows, farms, and orchards. They exemplify the ecolog- 
Protectin g the ical service provided by all pollinators, which include other insects, birds, and bats. 
Trending declines in the monarch and honeybee populations alert us that all pollina- 


vital creatures

tors need human intervention in order to thrive. 

Pollination allows a plant to produce seeds that can grow into new plants. Pine 
trees, grasses, and grains are pollinated by wind, which distributes pollen to the fe- 
male reproductive cells of another like plant. 

The majority of flowering plants, however, rely on insects and other creatures to 
shuttle pollen from plant to plant. The western honeybee is North America’s most 
vital pollinator — visiting hundreds of flowers in a single flight. Managed hives are 
now trucked to farms around the nation to pollinate the blossoms of everything 
from almond and citrus trees to berries, cucumbers, and onions. 

In fact, we can thank honeybees for about one-third of the food we eat. 

Yet, despite agricultural demand for honeybees, their numbers are falling. A few 
decades ago, it was typical for only 10-15 percent of a colony to die off during the 
winter; today, annual winter losses are about 30 percent. Varroa mites, parasites 
previously not known to afflict honeybees, were first detected in the hives of 
western honeybees in 1987. An infestation can weaken an entire honeybee colony. 
Within the last decade, a mysterious phenomenon called colony collapse disorder 
has been causing worker bees to abandon their hives abruptly, which effectively 
wipes out the hive. While CCD is not well understood, scientists are examining a 
number of factors including parasites, pathogens, pesticides, immunodeficiencies, 
and management practices. 

Another valuable pollinator, the orange and black monarch butterfly, can travel 
thousands of miles on its own wing-power. Each winter, monarchs migrate to 
Mexico’s Sierra Madre Mountains — some from up to 3,000 miles away. 

The United States, Canada, and Mexico are cooperating to protect pollinators. In- 
dividuals can also help butterflies, bees, and other pollinators by planting pollinator 


gardens that include native flowers or heirloom varieties of fruits and vegetables.

Fine Art for Everyday Envelopes 


ARTIST ELIZABETH BRANDON has an unusual eye for flowers. While most of us 
would notice their striking colors or gentle curves, she sees a world of unfolding drama 
New stamps feature in petals and stems. 

a lush portrayal of “Flowers are different from solid objects such as fruit,” says Brandon, whose still- 
garden-grown blooms life oil paintings appear in the new Flowers from the Garden stamps. “They're quick, 
and they move a lot. They have lots of depth and activity happening within them — 
some may be airy; others, dense and full.” 

When arranging vignettes in her Nashville studio, the artist plays with natural light 
using a shadow box to accentuate the flowers’ forms. “I’m looking for that moment 
when I go, ‘Aha! That’s it!” she says, “and then it’s arush to begin painting.” 

Brandon’s romantic style caught the eye of Art Director Derry Noyes, who first en- 
countered the artist’s work in a magazine. 

“Having worked on many flower stamps over the years, I thought there was a lush- 
ness to her art,” says Noyes, who always searches for new interpretations of best-loved 
stamp motifs. “It was a different style than we'd done before.” 

Each stamp features flowers common to American gardens: red camellias dotted 
with yellow forsythia (top, left); white hydrangeas mixed with white and pink roses, 
green hypericum berries, and purple lisianthus (top, right); white peonies paired with 
pink tree peonies (bottom, left); and blue hydrangeas appearing solo (bottom, right). 

The artist says she hopes that, through the stamps, “art can be with us everywhere.” 
Indeed, the stamps are fitting complements to moments of love, sympathy, celebra- 


tion, and congratulations — for any occasion when you would send flowers.

Decades of Service 


Father Theodore 
Hesburgh and 

his service to the 
Catholic Church, 

to Notre Dame, and 
to the world 
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FATHER THEODORE HESBURGH is considered one of the most important educa- 
tional, religious, and civic leaders of the 20th century. 

Born in Syracuse, New York, on May 25, 1917, Father Hesburgh knew from 
childhood that he wanted to be a priest. After graduation from high school, he attended 
the University of Notre Dame before earning a philosophy degree from Pontifical 
Gregorian University in Rome in 1939. 

Then in 1943, he was ordained into the priesthood of the Congregation of Holy 
Cross, a religious community of the Roman Catholic Church dedicated to education, 
parish, and mission ministries worldwide. 

Following completion of his doctorate from the Catholic University of America, 
Father Hesburgh was appointed religion instructor at Notre Dame as well as chaplain 
to World War II veterans who were studying at the university. In 1952, he became 
Notre Dame’s 15th president, a position he held for 35 years — the longest presidential 
term in Notre Dame’s history. 

Although a champion of causes ranging from immigration reform to civil rights, 
Father Hesburgh regarded his vocation as a priest as the most important aspect of his 
life, and he rarely missed saying the daily Mass. His travels in support of his public 
service work meant celebrating Mass in some unusual places, including the Kremlin 
and the South Pole. 

Father Hesburgh retired as Notre Dame’s president in 1987. He received two of the 
nation’s highest civilian awards: the Presidential Medal of Freedom (1964) and the 
Congressional Gold Medal (2000). The library at Notre Dame is named for him, and he re- 
ceived more than 150 honorary degrees from colleges and universities around the world. 

The Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh, C.S.C., died on February 26, 2015, in South Bend, 
Indiana, on the campus of his beloved Notre Dame.

Stamp collecting is a hobby without rules. Some people limit their collections to favorite sub- 
jects, such as pets, flowers, or musicians. Others collect broadly across larger genres, which 
might include: 


Commemoratives: These honor important people, places, and events in American life. They 
are only sold for a limited time, which increases their scarcity and, thus, their value. 


Definitives: These are issued in larger quantities than commemoratives, and for an extend- 
ed period of time. They often feature a unifying theme, such as the Statue of Liberty or the 
US. flag. 


Many collectors embellish their collections with stamp-related gems such as First Day Covers, 
American Commemorative Cancellations, Digital Color Postmarks, and more. 


How to collect? 

Collected stamps can remain on envelopes or be removed. For safe removal, stamps should 
be clipped from their envelopes and soaked face-up in warm water for at least an hour, then 
carefully lifted from the envelope. Once removed, stamps should be sandwiched between paper 
towels and flattened until dry. 

Self-adhesive stamps might stubbornly refuse to release from the paper backing. In these 
cases, trim a small margin around the stamp before adding it to your collection. 

Most collectors store stamps inside an album filled with designated spaces. Stamps can be 
placed inside mounts, which are clear plastic sleeves that adhere to the appropriate place in an 
album. Stamps can also be affixed to hinges — small pieces of paper with special adhesive on the 
back that are applied to an album page. 
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Here are some valuable tools to add to your collecting habit: 


* Scissors, for clipping adhered stamps from an envelope 

¢ Tongs, so that body oils do not transfer to stamps 

¢ Magnifying glass, for up-close viewing 

¢ Perforation gauge, to measure and evaluate perforations 

¢ Glassine envelopes, for protecting loose stamps 

¢ Stamp album, mounts, and hinges for optimal storage 

¢ The Postal Service Guide® to U.S. Stamps, to study and 
identify stamps 

¢ USA Philatelic, to learn about new and current stamp 
issuances

Meet a Professional Philatelist! 


DAVID S. BALL came to his lifelong love of philately in an 
unusual way: a bicycling accident when he was 8 years old. 
His mother brought him a stamp album to help him pass the 
time in the hospital, and Ball was hooked. Today, he is exec- 
utive director of the Spellman Museum of Stamps & Postal 
History and president of the Northeastern Federation of 
Stamp Clubs.
